‘Licenses to sell Beer. —There is a house not fifty miles from 
Brixten, which a month azo might have been worth three or at 
most foor handred pounds. Last week this highly fortunate 
house obtained a sort of ideal additional value, which for want 
of a more descriptive appellation, Mr. Buston would call a 
vested right. This house has obtained magisterial permission 
to sell beer, and a tenant offered two thousand guineas fostaatly 
for the property. It has come however into the bands of an 
eminent London brewer, at, it ig supposed, somewhere about 
two thousand five hundreil pounds. 


French Trial by Jury.—Of all the iostraments of deception 
and oppression, a perversion of the trial by jury is the worst; 
and of all the perversions of this. mode of trial, the perversion 
in France is the most complete., [n forming the thing called a 
Jury in France, the Prefect, an officer appointed by and remove- 
able at the pleasure of the Ministry, sclects, at his own disere- 
tion, the names of 72 persons. .From the list so formed, the 
President of the Royal Coart, with the Procureur-General, or 
pablic prosecutor, strikes out 36. The accused thea strikes oat 
nioe; the Procureur General nine more, and of the remaining 
16, the fifst 19’drawn from a vase are the Jury: two supplements, 
or substitutes fo oase of need, are added from the remainder, 
The proceeding therefore may be thus summed ap: —one officer 
of the Crown chooses 72 persons ont of whom other officers of 
the Crown reject 45. and the prisoner nine. It is not a¢cessary, 
moreover, that the Jury shoald be ananimoas io condemnation ; 
a majority of eight to four is sufficient ia any case. Yet a body 
of mea so chosen is held ap as a protection to the subjcot against 
the Jadges chosen by the Crown !—The mischief of such a state 
of things is, that lostead of being a protection for innocence 
against corrapt Jadges, a body of men #0 chosen is a protection 
for corrupt Judges against poblic opinion and public iodigaation. 
Judges have frequently a character to support; they are at lease 
marked men; and if they pervert justice for political parposes, 
they will generally have some regard to decency of the means 
in the parsait of the worst ends, But a packed Jury, broaght 
tozetber merely to perform one act of iniquity, feel no indivi- 
dnal responsibility, They deliberate out of Coort; the names 
of the dissentientd are not known; they give their decision with- 
out assigning any reasons; ‘they do their dirty work separate, 
and are forgotten. That which is best is when corrapted the 
worst. Asa Jaty chosen by lot ‘would be a most efficient check 
upon a despotic Government, so.a packed Jury, such ab we bave 
described, is the worst instrament of craelty and murder, While 
such a system prevails ia France, we are faily warranted ig com- 
sidering évery person executed for a political offence, as @ per- 
son killed directly by the roling faction for the support of their 
Git-gotten power. Tt would be a cross abuse of terms, a wilful

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with s packed Jars, as a legaltrial, for the result of which the $ 
royal family and the Ministers are aot accountable.

As we intimated above, we make these observations tend- 
ing to deter the Allied Sovereigas from invading Spain, through 
the love of humanity only; for invade it when they please, wo 
have no grest fear of the result —they will not find Neapolitans 
onthe other side of the Pyrennecs. Ono the contrary, the 
cause of liberty will peshaps be more likely to thrive by the 
very efforts which theg make for its destruction: but then, we 
fear, itean thas only thrive by sanguinary meant, aod with 
much bloodshed, which we sincerely deprecate. Therefore it 
is, that we wish the Spaniards to be left to themselves. 


Spain: —Madrid, Sept. 2.—The papers of the 18th contain 
the address of the King to the Spaniards, This. manifesto has 
produced the best effect on the minds of the Liberals, while their 
adversaries leok upon this piece ia the same light as on those 
which the Prince Royal of Naples published ender the .Canstita- 
tional yoke; bat the fact is, that the Ministers had'no great trou- 
ble to obtain the sigaatare of the Kiog, for he readily acquiesced 
ia their desire. 


The Neapolitan General, William Pepe,.arsived at Madrid 
ba the 16tb, in the evening, and was well received by the Patriots. 
There are many conjeetares respecting his retara, which-is said 
to be occasioned by the change in oar Ministry. ‘It is said that 
t is ia agitation to form three Neapolitans legions, which will be 

crit by sea to Calabria; bet sénsible pedple ask, where are tlie 
soldiers? unless they should be formed of Spaniards, and thea a 
decree of the Cortes would be required. The ‘Neapoliten aod 
Piedmontese companies in Catalonia are composed of only 150 
wen, of whom o6@ kiad are Spaniards. Others pretend that 
General Pepe will have a command in Catalonia; but this, too, 
would be against the Constitution, which declares that ne foreign- 
er can havea chief command in the National Army. At all 
events, his retara is supposed to"have some political object. 


The proceedings of the Provisional Goveroment at Urgol, 
the Congress of Verona, and the preparations makiog in tho 
French fortresses on the Pyrennees, excite great attention: tho 
fears of a foreiga invasion increase so much, that in political 
meetings we already hear ‘people speak of plans of defense, of 
alliances with Portugal, and even with England, to which all 
kinds of concessions would be made. It seems, in fnot, more 
than propable that the treaty with Portugal will soon be conclad- 
ed; and on the other hand, very great hopes are built ow the aid 
of Great Britaio io case of foreign invasion, 


The Srecraton of the 19tb contaias some very sensible 
reflections oo the alarming reports which at present circalate in 
the capital: it is to be observed that this.paper is-at present the 
organ of the Ministry :— 

“The reports of a foreign invasion whith some fiiends to 
despotism spread in the eapitel, have alarmed some Liberals, 
who fear that the fate of Spain will be decided at the Congress 
at Verona.

MANIFESTO OF THE PRINCE REGENT OF BRAZIL TO 
FRIENDLY GOVERNMENTS AND NATIONS. 

I, and the people who recognise me as their Prioce Regent, wish- 
ing to preserve the political and commercial relations subsisting with 
the goveraments and nations in friendship with thie kingdom, and to 
secore the continuance of that approbation and esteem which is due to 
the Brazilian character, it behoves me tostate succinctly, but traly, the 
series of factsand motives which have induced me to accede to the 
general will of the peoplé of Brasil, who bave proclaimed in the face 
of the universe their political independence; and who desire, as form. 
ing a sister kingdom and a great and powerfal nation, te maintaio, aa- 
impaired and ie vigour, their impreseriptable rights, which Portagal 
has always sought to infringe, and which she now more thao ever, 
since the celebrated political regeneration of the monarchy by the 
Cortes of Lisbon, entleavonrs to assail, 


Soon after the rich and vast regions of Brazil first presented them- 
selves by accident to the eye of the adventurous Cabrai, avarice and 
religious preselytism, the great motives to modern discoveries and tolo- 
bization, tock possession of them by means of conquest; and laws of 
blood, dictated by furioes passions and serdid interests, confirmed 
the tyranny of Portagal. The uocivilized mative and the European 
colonist were compelled to drag oat alike existence of misery and 
servitude, The monntains were excavated, and gold extracted, bat 
absard laws, and the Quinto, impeded labours which were bat jnst 
commenced, While the Portuguese Government, with insatiable vora- 
city, devoured the treasares which beneficent oature so liberally sup- 
plied, it oppressed the unfortunate provinces whence the wealth was 
drawn by the most odious of all imposte the castigation tax. It wis 
wished to make the Brazilians pay forthe air they breathed, and for 
liberty to tread the soil of their native land. If the indastry of some 
active man was directed to the giving « new form to certain native pro- 
duetions, in order that Brazil might clothe the nakedness of her own 
children, tyrannical laws soon prohibited and punished these praisewor- 
thy efforts, The object of the Europeans has constantly been, to retain 
this five econntry in the most rigid and abject dependeyce on the mother 
eoontry, because they jodeed it necessary to the security of their domi- 
. Bion that the perennial sources of onr riches should be obstructed or im. 
peverished. If an enterprising colonict held out to his feliow-eltizens 
the @attering prospect of the caltivation of some sew branch of raral 
ecouoriy by the introduction of aseful and valuahle exatics, burdensome 
imposts sooo put an end to commencements made under the most favour. 
able auspices. Ifmenboldly attempted to tern the coarse of rivers in 
order to rescne from the waters the diamonds deposited in their beds, 
they were quickly stopped by the agents of monopoly and punighad by 
inexorable laws, If the saperfloity of her wroductions invited and de- 
manded their barter for other foreign prodactions, Brazil was shat ont 
from the general market of mations, and consequently from all commer. 
cial competition; thas no other eeurse was left than to confine her trade 
to the ports of the mether country, and thereby to stimulate mare pow. 
erfally the eapidity, and add to the undee preponderance of her tyrants. 
Finaliy, whea the Brazilian, ea whom boontifal mature had bestowed 
taleuts, wished, for the better knowledge of his rights and duties, to ob- 
tain instruction in scieace erin arts, or te improve the excellent qualities 
with which Providence has endowed his native land, he was obliged to 
go to Poriagal to beg what little scraps of information wre to be found 
there, and from that country he was often not permitted to return. 


Such bas been the fate of Brazil for about three centories—stch 
the wretched policy by which Portngal, always anjust in her views, 
‘Always greedy and tyrannical, endeavoured to confirm ber domiaion 
aod her facijtioes splendor, The colonist and the Iadians, the con- 
qoerors and the eonqnered, their children’s children, bave all, without 
Gistinction, been made subject to one general anathema. And, 
‘forasmnch as the ambition of power and the thirst ef gold arc 
alwaysinsatiable and vobridied, Portugal never ceased to send bither 
merciless bashaws, corrupt Magistrates, and swarms of fiscal agents of 
every description, who, ia the delirinm oftheir passion and avarice, 
tore asuader all morslities, beth pyblic and private; thus did they la. 
eerate th: bowels of Brazil, which supperted and enriched them, in or- 
der that ite people, reduced to the last state of desperation, might, 
like submissive Mossuimans, make pilgrimege to the new Meeca, to 
perchase, with rich gifte aed offerings, an existence which was only 
supportable in proportion asit was obscure aud languid. If Brazil re- 
sisted thie torveat of evile—if she improved ander sach shamefal op- 
preasion, the was indebted for her snccess to her animated and vigo- 
rous sous, whom natare has formed gigantic. She owes it to that kind 
mother whe has always given them renovating strength to overcome 
the physical and,meral obstacies which her angratefal parents and bro- 
thers have spitefally oppesed to her growth and prosperity. $7

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Brasil being saturally,geed and generons, thongh stili filled with 
anguish at the recollection of her paft misfortunes, did not fail to re- 
ceive the august person of. Dou Joam VI., and all the Royal Family 
with the greated joy. She did more —she opened her hospitable arms to 
the Nobles and people who emigrated in consequence of the invasion 
Portogal by the despot of Eavepe. She contentedly took on ker shoul. 
ders all the weight of the throne of my angust fathes—she preserved in 
splendour the diadem which encircled his forehead —#he generously and 
profusely supplied the expences of a prodigal Coart ; aud what is still 
more, without any particular juterest, but merely om account of the 
simole ties of fraternity. She also contributed to the expenses of the 
war which Portogal so glorious maintained against her invaders. What 
has Brazil gained for all those sacrifices ? The” continuation of old 
abuses and the addition of new ones, intredeced partly by weakness, 
partly by immorality and erimes.---Buch a state of things londly ealied 
fora prompt reform of the Government---a reform folly authorised by 
the increase of koowledge, the violated eights of a conotry which 
forma the greater and the richer portion ef the Portnguese nation 
which uature bas peculiarly favoured by its geographical and crn. 
trical position in the midst of the globe, by ite vast ports and mari- 
time stations, and by the mataral ricbes of ita soil. But sentiments of 
exerssive loyalty and an extreme love for Portugal atifled the com. 
plaints of Brazil, made her suppress ber anxious wish, aud yield the 
glerious palm to her brethren of Earope. 


When the ery of the political regeneration arose in Portngal, the 
people of Brasil, confident in the inviolability of theit rights, and 
incapable of suspecting different sentiments and less generosity in 
their brethren, they abandoned to those ungrateful brethren the defence 
of their most sacred interests, and the care of their complete recon. 
sitation, Ina the most perfect good faith, they slumbered tranquilly on 
the brink of a dreedfal precipice. Trusting entirely to the wisdom and 
jastice of the Lisbon Congress, Brazil expected to receive from it all 
that by right washer due. How fir wasshe then from presuming that 
very Congress would be capable of basely betraying ber hopes aud her 
interests —interests closely entwined with the general interest of the 
nation! ' 


. Bragil now knows the error into which abe had fellen; and had not 
the Brazilians partakew of that generous enthasiasm which often con. 
founds travsient phosphoras sparks with the true lights of season, they 
would have seenin the first manifesto which Portngal addressed to the 
Powers of Earepe, that ove of the concealed ehjects of the proclaimed 
regeneration consisted in artfully re-establishing the eld colonial system, 
without which. Portagal always believed, and still believes, that she 
cannot be sich and powerfal. Brazil did not perceive that her Depaties, 
iw passing toa foreign and remote country, woald have to stuggle against 
inveterate prejudices and caprices, and, destitute of the support of friends 
and relatives, would inevitably sink into the state of auilityin which we 
have seen them, Bat these severe lessons of experience were necess 
to make Brazil recogaize the delugive patare of her ill-fonnded hopes, 


Bat the Béasilians deserve to he excased; for it woald have been 
extremely difficult for candid and generous minds to conceive that 
the boasted regeneration of the monarchy was to conynence hy the re- 
establishment ef the odious colonial system. No less difficult and 
indeed almost impossible, was it to reconcile this absurd and tyrannical 
plan, with the philosophy and liberalism so loudly proclaimed by the 
Portuguese Courts! And still more incredible was it that there abonid 
bo men sufficiently insolent aod insane to dare to attribute te the wish 
and ordors of my august father, Don Joam VI., to whom Brazil owes ber 
rank of kingdom, the wish to demolish at one blew the finest monument 
which the history of the aniverse has to record, It is, doubtless, in- 
credible that so great a delusion shenid bhava been attempted: but 
facts speak for themselves ; and sophiams canngt prevail against abvis 
ous trath. 


While my augast father still remained on the plaias of the river 
Janeiro, from which he has heed aufortanately drawn by recret aud per- 
fidions maneenyres, to inhabit ageia the banks of the Old Tages, the 
Congress of Lisbon affected to entertain sentiments of fraternal eqaality 
aod enlightened princtples of reciprocal justice towards Brazil; declar. 
ing formally, by article 31 of the basis of the constitation, that the fune 
damental law which was about to be made and promaigated, should on- 
ly have application ie this kingdom in tho case of its assembled depa- 
ties declaring sach to be the will of the people whom they represented. 
Bat how checked were those people when they found, in contradiction of 
this article, and ia contempt of their inalienable rights, « fractional por- 
tien of the general Congress deciding on theit dearest interests! when 
they saw the dominant party in that incomplete and imperfect Congress 
legislating on sndjects which were of transcendent importance, and 
pecaliarly referable to Brazil, in the absence of about two-thirds of hag 
representatives. 
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That dominant party, which still shamelessly inenlts the kaow. 
ledece and probity of the worthy aud judicious men who have seats in the 
Cortes, has tried all the means of a dark and infernal poliey to deceive 
Brozil by an apparent fraternity which never resided in their hearts; and 
‘secretly took advantage of the errors of the governing junta of Bahia 
Awhich they secretly promoted) to break the sacred bonds which anite 
‘all the provincess of Brazil onder my legitimate and paternal regency. 
How could the Congress recognize in that factions jants a legitimate 
‘anthority capable of andoing the politicalties of the proviner, and se. 
‘parhting Tt frotn the ceatre of the systemte which it was boond; and 
‘this, too, after the oath of mv aneust father of the Constitotion promised 
‘to the whole nionarcliy ! “What right hed that Cangress, whore national 
‘revresentation was then solely limitted to Portugal, to sanction acts s0 
‘Megal, criminal, and fatal in thele consequences tothe whole anired 
kingdom ? What were the advantages which Bahia was to abtain? The 
vain and ridleatons mame of @ province of Protagal, and what is 
‘worse, the evils of civil war and anarchy in which that province is now 
plonged, in consequence of the enilt ofits former government, sold asit 
was to the demagognes of Lisbon, and of some other men, misled by 
‘anarchical and republicanidess. Were it possible for Bahia to be nre- 
served as province ofthe poor and broken down kingdom of Por. 
‘thgal, would it be better eo than by being one of the first provinces 
of the vast and powerful empire eof Brazil? Bat the Congress had 
fittle other views---Brasil was to be nolonger a kingdom; it was tobe 
deprived of its throne, tobe stripoed of the roval mantle of its Majesty, 
‘to be compelled to lay dowa its crown and sceptre, and retrograde in 
the political ordér of the aniverse-..to receive new fetters and. humble 
{teelf like a slave at the fret of Portugal, 

. But we mast not stop here. Let as examine the progressive march 
‘ef the Cortes. They authorized and extablished qnarchical provincial 


. governments, independent of each other, bot subject to Portugal, 


They destroyed the responsibility and the mutoal harmony of the civil, 
military, aod financial pewers, leaving to the people no resource fer 
their inevitable evils, anless they songht it across the wast ocean—a 
vain and delnsive resource. A haopy ides, indeed, it was of the Con. 
gress to break to pieces the majestic architectare to separate its parte 
and place them in a state of continaal contest, to annihilate the strength 
of the provinces and to convert them into so manv hostile republics. 
Put Ittie do the Cortes regard the misfortunes of Brasil. Tt is auffici- 
got for them that opportanities may atise for teking advantage of the 
disasters they create. Like Yhe savages of Louisiana, they wonld cut 


down the tree to cet at once at the fruit, rather thang gather it regular. - 


‘Jy from the branches. 

The representations and efforts of the roverning Janta, and the 
‘Deputies, ef Pernambneo, to rid themselves of the Earopean bayonets, 
to which that provioce was indebted for its melancholy intestine dissen- 
‘tions, were unavailing, Meanwhile Brazil began to tear aside the thick 
veil which covered ber eves; she perceived the purnoss for which these 
troops were destined ; ehe inquired into the causes of the reeention that 
had bees given to the proposals of the few deputies she had in Portn, 
gel, and was gradually losies all hope of improvement and reform in the 
deliberations of the Congress, and she at length found that the justice 
pf her claims, and the patriotic voices of her depaties, were disregarded, 


But this was not al). The Cortes of Portogal well know that Brazil 
wrat oppressed by the enormous debt of the treaspry to ber national 
paok : and that if the latter should fail, namberless families wonld be 
yedaced to ruin and total indigence, This was a subject of the utmost 

mportance, yet not the least attention was bestowed ou the credit of 

bat bank; it rather appeared that they were cerefully labouring to 
give it a final blow, taking from Bragi! the enrplas of the provincial 
revenues, which ought to have been paid into her public and central trea- 
gary: and they even deprived the bank of the managemeut of the con- 
tracts which the King my augast father bad conceded to it fer mortgag- 
ing that debt. 

Finally, thore arrived at Brasil the fatal decree of my recall to’ Por- 
fngal, aud the total exclasion of the tribanals of Rio de Janeiro, while 
at the same time those of Portugal continued in existence. Every hope 
instantly vanished even of preserving a delegation of the execative pow- 
er which forms the common center of waice and strength of all the pro- 
vinces of this vast nation ; for withoatAbis common centre, which gives 
regularity and impulse to all the movements of the social machiue, in 
vain would nature have bestowed eli that she bas profusely expended for 
the rapid developement of the power and future properity of Brazil, A 

‘and constitutional government cao alone smooth the way for 
angmenting the civillization and progressive riches of Brazil, defend her 
against her external enemies, and repress the plets.of ambitious and evil 
disposed men, who presame to make attempts on individual hberty and 
prosperity, and on the peace and public secarity of the Stateiu general, 
and to each of her provinces in particular. Without this common cenire, 
J once morerepeat, ali the relations of matual amity and commerce be. 
pween this kingdom and Portugal aad foreign countries will eacouater 


3 athousand eoalisions ang obstacles ; and instead of augmenting our 
wealth, under a solid and adequate system of public economy, we shall 
see it stagnate, decline, and perhaps totally vanish. Finally, without 
this ceatre of power and union, the Bragillians cannot preserve theie 
nataral limits and frontiers, and will lose by present machinations of the 
Congress all that they have galoed at the expense of so mach blood 
and treasnre ; and what is worse with the loss of their watienal honour 
and glory, and their great and legitimate political and commercial inter. 
ests. Bat happily for us, outraged justice and policy will raise a uvivers 
sal cry, and saspend the execution of these mischievous decreos. 


The indignation of the people of this kingdom was again roased by 
the contemptuons treatment offered to the worthy citizens of Brasil; 
for in the numerons list of diplomatists, ministers of state, couneillors, 
and military governors, there appeared not asingle Brazilian name, 
The sinister porvoses for which these new bashawe were appointed an- 
der the title of Governors-géneral is now apparent. It is sufficient to 
observe the uniform conduct which they held ia enr provinces, in oppo» 
sition to the dignity and liberty of Bragil..it is sufficient to remark the 
consideration with which the Cartes attended to their desnatches, aud 
the influence which they exercised in civil and political sffeirs, totally 
uncennected with military employments. The condescension with 
which the Cortes received the congratulations of the fratricide treops 
expelled from Pernambace--.the late approbation bestowed by the 
Congress on the proceedings of General Avilez, who occasioned the pre- 
mature death of my lamented son, the Privee Don Joam--the disregard 
paid to the sangainary scenes of Bahia, perpetrated by the infamous 
Madeira, who was supplied with fresh troops in spite of the protests of 
the Deputies of Brazil: all this proves, that after overthrowing the 
liberty of the provinces, stifing the cries of their jast demands, de. 
nownejng as anti-constitutional the patriotism and honour of the citi- 
zens, these disorganizers seek only to establish, under the deceitful 
titles of union and fraternity, a complete military despotism, by whicls 
they hope to crash gs, ' 


No jast Government, no civilized nation ean fail to comprehend 
that Bragil, deprived of an execative power, bereft of the necessary 
tribunals, and obliged to go through distance and dangers to seek fa~ 
vour and justice from Portagal—her provinces drained of their revenues 
by Lisbon—ber rank as a kingdom annihilated —and herself subjected 
to the bayonets sent by Portugal,—it would only remain for her to be 
erased for ever from the list of nations end free states, and to be onee 
more redaced to her old state of a colony and exclusive commerce. Bat 
it does not swit the Congress to publish in the face of the eiviliged world 
theirnceult and abominable projects, and they endeavour to disguise 
them by the appointment of commissioners charged to treat of the pell- 
tical aed mereautile affairs of this kingdom. The opinions of these 
commissions soread over the world, and evince all the Machiavelism 
and hypocrisy of the Cortes of Lisbon, which can impose eoly on the 
ignorant, and give cew arms to the secret enemies who exist bex« 
tween us, 


These false and wicked politicians now tell ne that the Congress 
dosires to be made acquainted with the wishes of Brazil, and that it 
always endeavours to be just in its deliberations; if this be trae, why 
have the Cortes of Lisbon hitherto rejected every thing that has been 
proposed by the few Deputies whom we have sent them? 


The special commission charged with the political affairs of this 
kingdom has already before it the representations of mauy of our pros 
vinces and magisterial conncils, ia which the abrogation of the decree 
for the organization of provincial governments, and my coutinuasce ig 
this kingdom as Prince Regent are sought. But what did the commis. 
sion do? Nothing was to be expected from it, and it was with difficulty 
that it proposed that [ should remain temporarily at Rio de Janeiro 
without entering into the attributes which should belong to me as de, 
legate of the executive power. The people call for a single centres. 
that power, ia order to avoid the dismemberment of Brazil into isolatedf 
and rival parts. What did the commissien do? It was Machianelian 
enough to propose that two or more centres should be granted to Brazil, 
aud that only till anch time as those provinces which had desired i¢ 
should correspond directly with Portagal, 


Bepeatedly did our Deputies raise their voices in favour of Brasil ; 
but they were drowned ja the clamours of the hired rabble in the gal- 
levies of the Cortes. To all their enteries, it was always avewersd 
either that they were contrary to the articles already decreed by the 
canstitetion, of coutrary to the internal regulations of the Cortes, or 
that it was impossible to repeal what was already decided ; or, finally, 
it was contemptaessly urged that no proviocial deputies coald there 
be acknowledged, that they were all the deputies of the nation, and 
that the majority could slone mpotee en eye — = 

ic right, thoagh extremely us to asurpers of it, in as 
oer mare it a pretext, ander csver of the majority of their Earox 
pean votes, for enslaving Brazil at their pleasure. The letter addressed 
to me by the Goveroment of S. Paslo was presented at the Congress,ang 
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consequently they were acquainted with the unanimous with of the d-. 
putation which was seat to me by the Government, the magisiracy, and 
the clergy of ite capital. It was all without effect. The junta of that Go- 
vernment was inselted, taxed with rebellion, and threateued with a crimi- 
pal process, Finally, throngh the organ of a free press, the Brazilian wri- 
ters made known to the world ibe injustice and errors of the Congress ; 
and aso reward for their loyalty and patriotiom, they were nporaided 
with venality, and considered to be inspired only by the genius ef evil, 
jn the Machiaveliaa opinion of the commission. 


Tt ks irmpossibte what Brasil can throw a veil of eternal oblivion over 
auch inanits and atrocities; and it is eqnally impossible that she can 
aver again place confidence in the Cortes of Lisbon, trifled with a* she 
fs by them on every Occasion, lacerated by & civil war commenced by 
thatiniqnitens people, and still menaced with the horrible scenes of 
Hayti which our faricus enemies loag to see revived. 


Te mot the act of that Government, too, in prohibiting foreign mations 
with whom we trade freely, from supplying ws with military end navel 
aummanition, a res} commencement of hostilities? Shonid we svffer 
Pertogal to offer to yield to Prance a part of the province of Para on 
eoudition that that Power would farnish her with troops and vessels 
sufficient te enable her more effectually to tie up oar hands aad shat as 
ont from our just rights? Can the brave Brazilians forget that similar 
proposals, and for the same purpose, were made te Bogland, accomos- 
sled by an offer to peryetoate the Treaty of Commerce of 1810, and even 
with greater advantages? To such an extent has the malice and bad 
policy of te Cortres proceeded | 


Morever, the Congress of Lishen, sparing no endeavour to 
oppress and enslave ms, bave scattered abroad a cohort ef serret 
émissaries, who employ all the resources of cunning aud perfidy 
to mislead the publie spirit, te disturb good order, and te foment 
disnaion and svarchy io Brazil, Assured of the jost hatred which 
the people entertain towards despotism, these perfidione emissarire 
do wot cease to pervert the public epiaion, te asperse the most pure 
awd just setions of my Government, aed even to dare te impote te me 
the desire of completly separating Brazil from Portgaal, and of revie- 
ing the old system of arbitrary power. In vain they endeavonr te dis- 
tonite the isbabitents of this kingdom: owr hovonred Evropean fellow 
Gountrymen will never prove angratefal te the country which bes adopt.

—- Net cootent with this series ef pe:fidies snd atrocities, the factious 
@missaries of the Cortes have dared to insionate thet s ereat part of 
these disastrous measores has emanatad from the exeentive power. 


As if the ehorerter of the King, of the benefactor of Brazil, were 
@apable of each Machiavelian perfidy ; as if it were wot known to Bra. 
gil, to the whole world, that the Senor Don Joam Vi., my aneuet fa- 
ther, is actually o state Prisoner, completely iveapabie ef action, aod 
deprived of that free will which should be possessed by @ trae mope:ch, 
enjoying those attributes which any legitimate constitetion, however 
earefal and suspicinas it might be, would never deny him.

. Notwithstanding the ramours that were carrent darieg the 
last week, we confess we could hardly believe that it would be 
declared from the Bench, that confiscation of property for anli- 


censed printing, was consonant (o the Law of Eogland. As ; 


the speeches of the learaed Coansel proceeded, our incredulity 
inereased; and this fecling we believe pervaded jhe crowded an- 
dience, who listened so anxiously to what they considered rather 
a ligislative, than a forensic, proceeding, But what was their 
amazement, when thoy beard fandamental articles of the Law of 
England sacrificed to a political theory, and its most sacred ma- 
niments declared to be inapplicable to this country ; because, they 
were incoosistent with ene. anomatour ensetment respecting the 
liability to transportation, without trial, of the most favonred por- 
tion of the community! It is aa undisputed maxim, that penal 
statates ought to be construed strictly ;andno statate can be con- 
ceived more penal than that whioh gives the power of banishing 
® mAN, against'whom no crime has been, or can be, established ! 
From that fou), but temporary blot, in the Law, no analogies to 
the prejudice of other descriptions of His Majesty’s subjects 
should be drawn; because ito limit could be assigned to the ope- 
ration of so injurious a principle. Let it be for ever shunned, 
as upboly ground. Let the “ shamefal parts of the constitution” 
be concealed from our view; and let us gaze, with trac filial piety, 
on “ the beaateous countenance of British Liberty,” 


A British-born sabject, who inthe jadgement of the Gover. 
nor-Geaeral forfeits his claim to the protection of the Government, 
may be apprehended and sent to Eogland. Does it follow that 
it is, therefore, lawful to visit with arbitrary penalties, any Native 
of India who shall, in the opinion of the executive power, forfeit 
his cleim to its countenance and proteetion? Because he mav not 
be sammarily banished, is it to be inferred that he may be ruined 
with flues, or throwo repeatedly into prison? Becanse he bas 
been tacitly excepted from the letter of the severest ennct- 
ment in the statate-book, is he to be killed by its spirit? The 
Native of Calcutta, who has hitherto rejoiced in the protection 
of British Law, will feel that this is slavery —* that it should he 
held legal slavery, will be no compensation either to bis feelings 
or his understanding.” 


That it should be considered derogatory to the dignity of 
the Government that the meanest inhabitant, the most abject coo- 
ly, or mebter, should be able to defy their power, to attack his pro- 
perty or person, but through the iostramentality ef the law—for 
no other sort of defiance has ever been heard of=is a strain of 
‘obsolete Toryism, that sends us back to the reign of the Stoarts 
fora precedent. Thus in the great case of monopolies between 
the East-Indic-Company, Plaintiffs, and Thomas Sandys, Defend- 

-ant, the following passage occurs in the judgment of the Chief 
Justice Jeffries: — 


' “ But it hath been too mach practised at this and other bars 
in Wesiminstcr-hall, of late years, to captivate the Lay-Gens, 
- by lessening the power of the king, and advancing, [had almost 
-said, the prerogative of the people: and from hence comes the 
manr mischiefs tothe king’s subjects in parts abroad, by making 
the power of the king thoaght so inconsiderable, as thouch he 
“were a mere duke of Venice, being absolutely dependant upon

+ - Noat'the least siogalar thing ia this matter is, that the name 
“of Sir’ William Jones should be associated with Hostility to the 
Freedom ‘of ‘the Press in India, When Sir William Said, be 
would not commaticate histideds of Liberty ” to the peonle of 
Sadia, ho meant that be would not teach. them she” prsntiples of 
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representative Government, as he does in his dialogue between a 
Gentloma@n and a Farmer. But it woald be a most unwarrante 
able conclusion to suppose, that he would have admitted it to be 
consonant to law or reason, that neither Englishasen nor Natives 
should be permitted to pablish any thing, except Shipping Intelli- 
gence, withoat a licence first had and obtained. On the contrary, 
Sie William Jones did witness the exisience of a Free Press in 
Calcutta, without the slightest alarm or objection. When the Pro- 
priectors of the Mirror were prosecuted for a Libel on Sir Paul 
Joddre}, the Counsel for the Defendanté Mr. Burroughs, now Sir 
William Barroughs, expatiated on the value of a Free Press ex- 
actly as Counsel for the Defence are used to do in England, but 
without having occasion to obviate a sinzle objection on the score 
of its incompatibility with the frame of Government in this Coun 
try. Nor did SirWilliam Jones, or his colleagues, sugcest a doubt 
that the English Law of libel did not obtain within the Mahratta 
Ditch as faily as the English Law of treason orfelony. It is 
true, that there was no Native Newspaper in those days : bat if 
the Natives had then begun to exercise their nascent faculties, 
in that kind of literatare, with the same modesty and docility 
which they now display; can it, for a moment, be imagined, that 
Sir W. Jones would not have fanned the rising Mame, rather than 
have queoched the smoking flax? If be thought them disqaalifi- 
ed from benefitting by the political organization of the Britisls 
constitation, can we suppose that he would bave withheld frons 
them the means ef adopting themselves, however gradually, ta 
better forms of civil government; and assuming a higher station 
in the soale of civilized nations? No apprehension can be more 
absard than that illiterate Natives can, if they were toclined, 
(which we deny.) shake the stability of Government by their pens ; 
nor any scheme more unjast, than that they should vever be pera 
mitted, by the absence of previous restraints on printing, to ca- 


* pacitate themselves for participating more largely in the admie 


nistration ef public affairs. . 


It is argaed, that nineteen-twentieths of the people of Eng 
land are, by their inability to farnish the prescribed securities, 
preciaded from estabiishing printing presses ; and, therefore, it is 
not repugnant to the spirit of that Law to disable av from doing 
a0, except under licences revocable at pleasure! It may as weil 
be s2id, that nineteen-twenticths of the people of England cannot 
drink Champagne, and therefore Government may select whom 
among its richest fanctionarics, and others, it may think fit, to ine 
dulge with licences to drink that precious vintage. The tenden- 
ey of the restrictions on the British Press, is to throw it into the 
hands of men of capital and respectability; but then, the pro- 
perty when once invested, is inviolably seeured against the inroads 
of arbitrary power. The license possessed by such a Press, 
bids defiance to Chicf Secretaries, and under Secretaries, and 
to the King himself. Nothing can touch it, but the verdict ofa 
Jury. But the security thus required for the good condact of a 
Press, is natarally afforded by every periodical work of great 
circulation aad ioflucnce. This sort of security is afforded by 
the Proprietors of the Journat to a greater extent, than by those 
of any other Press of Calcutta. ‘Wo would therefore not only 
gladly submit to that restriction, bat we would esteem servi- 
tude to all the restrictions on the Press of Englawd, perfect 
freedom; so infinitely do we consider them removed in principle 
and effect, from those which have be@n devised-for the entbral- 
ment of the Press of this coantry.

Metract of « Letier, dated Ajmere, March 19, 1828! 


T now set down to perform my promise of giving you the 
result of eperations by the Detachment under Brigadier Koox 
before Lamba. Every thing being ia readiness, and the man 
obstinate in bis determination of not surrendering withoat “a 
fight,” he was salated at § a. . yesterday by a salvo from the 
batteries, (given in honor of St. Patrick) and a warm fire was 
kept up for four hours and a quarter. As the shells were well- 
directed and feil inside, the enemy foand they had no chance of 
saving their Fort, and in consequence gave it up ataboat one 
Pp. M.—They were allowed to march out, leaving their property 
(which I believe is considerable) to the victors. We did not 
Jose a map, and only one Goolandaz was hart. Eight men on 
their side were killed, and a anpber, T believe, wounded. The 
place itself is strong, and if well ‘defended by a sofficient garrison, 
would bave made as purchase a victory at a higher price. Re- 
port says that thedetachment will not immediately return, bat 
proceed to chastise some other refractory Zameendars ; shoald 
this rumour be well founded, I do not think it will meet with 
maooh resistance, the example of Lamba will show bow fruit- 
Jess sach woald be. 


‘Retter of a Young Officer. 


Ta consequence ef the Letter of a“ Youne Orrisen,” inserted 
Gn the Jounwat of Wednesday, we are now happy to be enabled 
to farnish him with a very satisfactory explanation of the cireum- 
stances referred to; and we mast take this opportunity to beg 
our Correspondent, if he has any regard for our safety, not 
to apply tous io fatare for any soch information as oan pos- 
sibly be construed into a violation of the General Order forbid- 
Ging Correspondence on certain Military Subjecta, The circam- 
stances af the case are, we aoderstand, as follews:— 


Lieutenant Fisher arrived in India in Jaly 1818, and 
fin December 1819 was appointed Surveyor of the Sythet 
Boundary towards Tippere, in December 1819. This ser- 
vice be is still engaged in, and has performed it so well as 
to have been set down by Lord Hastings for the first vacancy 
ja the Qoarter-Master-General’s Department; to which he 
was accordingly appoioted by the present Commander.in- 
Chief, to whom this was made known in the middle of last month. 
He was not taken from bis Corps ander three years service with 
‘it, but taken from the Sarvey Department, and appointed to the 
Quarter-Master-General’s Department: strictly speaking, he was 
on the Siaf since December 1819, and the Court’s New Rega- 
Jation published last January, conld only apply to him as an 
ex-pesi-facto Law.—It is generally known, that Lieotenant Fisber 
during this Survey, besides the ordinary bardships of such daty, 
and the notorious oanhealthiness of that frontier, has been ex- 
posed to considerable danger, and was, for some time, a Prisoner 
with the barbarians beyond our territory, and fears were enter- 
tained for bis life. ; 

We are, sare every candid person will go along with os in 
thinking, that the above most satisfactory explanation, which we 
have great pleasure ia publishing, mast moro than do away any 
wnfavourable impression that could be created by such a Letter, 
as the one in qnestion: and wo may ask, whether when 
imaginary grievauees exist, as the Letter proves they sometimes 
do, it is not better for them to be so removed, than for in- 
dividuals to sit brooding over them in silent discontent? When 
yoang OGcers, or young men of any profession, are fretting their 
minds with imaginary hardships, it ie undoubtedly the duty of 
their seniors, or those of greater experience, to remove such er- 
goneous impressions. But they cannot do so unless they are 
joformed of their existence, by some means or other: and as the 
Press is theaght an improper channel in this country, we shall re- 
joice if the others left open, will be found to answer the purpose 
Wetter; and heartily concur in wishing only them to be resorted 
to, haviog really no object in view bat the public benefit. Tho base 
‘and infamods motives attributed to us, as usaal, by the JouwBuxt, 
are too ridiculous to be belicved; and wo shall lot them pass 
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like the rest, from the same foul source. However, as wo have 
no ebjection to jet all parties be heard, we reprint the Letter 
from the Butt, dhat the writer may have the full benefit of all bis 
argaments, abuse, and venom. 


One of the charges against us, and a very serious one, is, 
that “the very heading of the Letter alone in, large and fair 
scack Letter, is evidently to usher, in with due emphasis and 
effect, the most important breach of discipline which follows.” 
We have seen strange phenomena of Indian Legislation; but if 
heading in Black Letter be ereated a crime, or an aggravation of 
one, we must confess the Journat has mach to answer for!

The Editors may perhaps 
plead “ the locality of their birth” as the Jadge termed it, as good reason 
for their encouraging such a spirit in the Army, or even matiny and se- 
dition, with imvanity—for they cannot be transported !—Bat every man 
of honor will despise such a plea for acting she part of incendiaries, ia 
such obvious violation of every principle of justice and commondecencye 


The very heading of the Letter alone in large and fair Glack 
Wetter is evidently to asher in with doe emphasis and effect the 
important breach of discipline which follows. The writer is correct in 
both his statements, That sach ao order was issned is undeniable, and 
on the Stet Febraary last, Lieut. Fisher of the 24th N. 1. was appointed 
a Deputy Assistant Quarter Master General of the 3rd class. It was 
obvions to every Officer that no breach of the Rule was intended, for in 
allanch cases Government have invariably made the “ special’ exception, 
and explained the grounds of it inerders, of which | remember many instan~ 
ces. In short it was plain from the whole nature of the trausaction, that 
the Officer in question, being a Cadet of 1817, and a Lieutenant of August 
1918, mast have been supposed otherwise qualified ; and if not really so 
(as to Service with his Regiment) that it mast have been a simple errer or 
oversigh¢! But with General Orders of the 6th Jane last, stariog himin 
the face, the ** Younes Ovvicen,” had only one conrae to pursne,ifhe wap. 
ted either to give or te receive important information, or to represent a 
grievance, viz, to apply personally or by letter to the Adjutant General 
of the Army or to Government, where he would bave received every 
information or encouragement he could desire, ia openly and manufaliy 
stating either a doabt or a question as to the propriety of Lieutenant 
Fisher’s appointment, which I firmly believe arose from inadvertence or 
mistake. Butit wonld not in any case,it is evident, have suited the 
views of the person who wrote that Letter or the conductors of the 
Journal, to encourage obedience to the orders of Government, acd a 
respectful course of legitimate referenceto the proper authorities !— 
No—In that respect the Government are not even treated with the 
deference that was lately evinced towards the Sheriff by its Editors, 
to whom they referred a Correspondent making some complaint against 
the Jailor, and wonid not publish his Letter!—But as for the officer himself 
he has meliciously and advisedly violated the first Law of his profession, 
He has anonymously assailed the parity and dignity of his owe Govern- 
ment by a contemptible insinaation, and with singolar perversion and 
baseness has acsomed, that that Government knowingly violated one of 
its own orders; while the fact is, that in appoimting an officer whohad 
served 6 years, 4} of which were as Lieutenant, and whe was regalarly 
an officer who had recommended for the appointment, the Gevern- 
ment may have been led into mistake, and be still more williog 
thao any officer to correct it when discovered, But whether this is to 
he a justification of the perverseuess, disobedieoce acd improbity of the 
officer, himself; whose aim was evidently not mere jastice, or he would 
have taken the proper course,—but the love of mischief, insult and eut. 
tage, properly directed to the Journal, as the ooly Gt mediam for sach 
passions; remains tobe seen—and I doobt not that the young officer 
will yet meet bis reward “ for the labourer is worthy of bis hire.”

In fact, as Christians 
are allowed fifty-two days of rest in the year, and Hindoos 
claim oly thirty-two, the words at the end of that curious, 
slanting, diagonal line which is invariably drawn at the close of 
the sheet, should not, under Creditor By, be Balance due to Us,” 
bat ought, under Debtor To, to be thus “ Balance to Your credit,” 


If the Osseaven willioform me why the Arch-Bisbop of York 
does not walk on foot to the Muster on Sundays, or why pious 
families in England do not send all their servants te both morn- 
ing and evening service, confining their food to cold meats, and 
waiting upon themselves, on the Sabbath, I may, perhaps, be 
able to tell bim why Tuse my palankin bearers, or my buggy 
horse, to go to Church. 

I never insinuated that the advantages of the two religions 
ought to'belong to the Hindoos; so thero’s an end of that. Tho 
Onsenven says, that bis Hindoo Assistants cao work to his satis-

In adverting to the old-adage, I did not say that those who 
chose to go to Rome must de Ali that is donc by Remans. Ido 
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pot assert that, because the Ossznver has pleased to come to 
Bengal, it is incambent on him to tarn Hindoo, and so barter, or 
exchange, his fifty-two, for their thirty-two, days of rest ;—this, I 
admit, would be too large a bowus, His detailed fiowred remarks 
on this subject, are not worth a place even in the Waste Book.

replyto Jonw Lepogar the writer of it, I beg to offer the following ob- 
servations, 


Ste, 


I certainly will not deny that Christians are forbidden to work on 
the sabbath, bat I must contend that this does not apply at all to the 
Hindus, There is nothing like violation offered to their religions preja- 
dices in requiring their attendance on that day, for it is one for which 
they have ao regard, and on this account I think they have no right to 
demand an exemption from their ordivary duties on it. 


That Hindus can “ work satisfactorily on Sundays withont the 
presence of their Earopean masters” [ domost positively assert, for 
“there is hardly a honse of business in which there is not in the course 
of a week, a namber of little articles to be done, which may be safely 


- Jeftto thom, if previously instracted, as to the manner of performing 
them, by their employers. 


The Christian dispensation certainly does allow of fifty-two holl- 
days in avear, and the Hindu dispensation, of thirtytwo, Now, if I 
gave my Hindu servants the choice of the Holidays of either of the two 
forms I do more than ia fair—if I teil them that they shall work on 
their Holidays, I offend their religious prejadices, and if I insist apon 
their working on a Sunday, what is the consequence? Why I offend 
Bome poor cynical creature or other who, forsooth, “is forbidden to la- 
bor on the Sabbath in worldly avocations.” Bat I would ask this 
good man two of three qnestions, and the first is; How the Sabbath 
ought to be spent? He will tell me, I suppose, that a man ought to goto 


Church—bat then [ farther ask him—is a man who goes to Church for. . 


hidden to use his bearers on that day? It musthe remembered that 
the Sabbath ia not to be broken except for works of necessity and mercy. 
Now [ can see no necessity why for once in a way, a man in the perfect 
enjoyment of health should not walk to Church: and Tam sure that 
very little mercy is shewn to the bearers in making them werk on a Sua: 
day. I think then, that this conelnsion is qaite obvious, that if it be 
wrong to employ writera and sigcars on a Sunday, it is also wrong to 
employ bearers on that day, and, therefore, that the remarks of John 
Ledger on this subject are the offspring of a false delicacy ; unless he 
admits that he commits a great sinin going out in his palanquin on a 
Sunday, carried by bearers, and one equally great in riding in his 
Boggy drawn by ‘‘ his horse, or his ass, or any thing that is his,’* 


But if Hindus have a right to absent themselves on Sandays, their 
employers ought to have the right of enforcing their services on their 
holidays; for it is evident, that the advantages of the two religions do 
not belong to them; andIdo therefore contend, that if they do net 
attend to their daties on one or the other of these occasions, they ought 
* to be mulcted” for their absence, 


I am one of those who in this affair think differently from Joun 
Lepore. 1 cinnot conceive any reasoa why a man living at Rome 
must do what is donein Rome. Ifatthis time for example, I were to 
£0 to that city, ie it a sine qua non of my residence that Tshoald become 
a Catholic, and keep all the Saint’s days in the Calender, or allow my 
Catholic servants ta do so either. I should there think it strange, that 
my servant should tel! me he wanted a holiday on the 6th December 
Decanse it is St. Nicholas’s day—on the 7th, because it was Sanday— 
on the Sth because it is the Anniversary of theConception of the Blessed 
Virgin; on the 13th because it was St. Lucy’s day—on the 21st becanse 
it was Sunday, and St. Thomas's Day—on the 25th becanse it was 
Christmas Day, on the 26th, 27th, 23th, 29th, and $tst because the ona 
fs St. John’s, another 8t.Stephen’s, the third St. Innocents, the fonrth 
St. Thomas a Rocket's, and the fifth St. Silvester’s day. No! no! Mr. 
Jonw Levces —thix wilinot do. Even if this were the custom of Rome 
aud I were there, I would not comply with it. 


In conclusion, I am happy to find, that success has attended my en- 
deavonrs togake my people attend on the Sanday. Soon after Thad pub- 
lished my determination to * cut the tulub™ of those who did not attend, 
in proportion to their absence, { found a redica! reformhad begun to take 
place in my establishment. The natives attended on Sundays, and by 
taking care to provide work for them on Saturday aufficient to employ 
them doring the next day, I had the gratification of fading more work 
doue in the week, end wf observing that the laborer was by so much 
the more worthy af bis hire, 


I beg to rengance every wish to brisg the Sabbath into contempt, 
and to assure you, that no one lias a greater regard for that Holy day or 
Holiday, (call it which you like) than myself; and that if any one at- 
tempted to deprive me of the right of enjoying it aceording to my own 
pre-conceived views of the nature of its institution, or * to mule” wy 
pay for absence on that. day, lhe would fiad noone a more zealous stick 
ler for a holiday than

The dip which it had when first put up, has disap peared, and 
‘even an arch is now formed above the parallel ofthe main transom 
rollers, Asa first effort, it may be well considered sutprizing, and it 
is highly ereditable to the ingenuity of the Proj-ctor, that a Bridze of so 
great a space as 160 feet, aod nine broad, should have been run upina 
few hones by night and also that notwithstanding ali the trials of its 
stability which it has since undergone, not the slightest alteration has 
been found necessary. The elliptic arch gives a good relief to the 
approach between the standard piles. The natives have hang garlauds 
of flowers all over it, expressive of their gratification. 


Yesterday afternoon the centre of the Bridge formed an arch rais- 
ed two feet above the level of the main rollers at each end, and we are 
told it might ve set up still higher if necessary.— Government Gazetie,

accomplishments, bat on aceount of his happy turn to create 
mirth aod good humoar: thus, !aadably I say, did this now per- 
secu'e] man conduct himself among us, amusing and delighting 
all, until a question arose:—bot miad you, Sir, it was nota 
question which interfered with the Government of this country, 
with the politics of this country, or with the religion of this 
country: it was purely a Parish question, among Englishmen 
who asked, as they had a right to do, for an account of the vari- 
ous sums which had by them been paid into the charitable fond 
woder the controul of a Vestry, as is usual ia their country, which 
right however, was disputed by acertain party ; so completely 
un-Anglified do we become after a long residence in this/country. 
This Vestry question sgitated the whole of this society to a 
greater degree than any other ever before canvassed in the 
country ; because it was a question which involved many of our 
valuable privileges, and because, as Eaglishmep, we felt and 
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knew that we were only demanding a right which is recognived in 
the poorest village in England ; and yet, strange to say, this quea- 
tion is ns yet undecided, owing to the delays asually attending 
public offices, for the matter was attested with a petitionand coun- 
ter petition referred to the India House. Dariog this memora- 
blo discussion, certain angry chits passed, which were, with other 
matter attending the debate, published of necessity. Io these 
ebits, the temper of the standing Vestry was exposed ; men on all 
sides censured them for not publishing the accounts; never was 
public opinion more fally manifested than on this occasion; and 
perhaps there never was a more respectable body of men met 
together, than was assembled at the Town Hall to consider of 
the resolutions necessary to condact this English qaestion, The 
resolutions were drawn up and ananimously (almost) carried, 
although nambers of the men who at this meeting held up their 
hands and spoke aloud in favor of the resolutions, were after wards 
deterred from signing the petition, aad were aotaally either talk- 
ed over, or forced to sign the counter petition; altheagh had the 
two petitions been ready at the Town Hall, on the day of the ge- 
neral meeting, hundreds of names would have been added to the 
popular ene, for one that might have been subscribed te the 
other. And it is a remarkable fact, that the party whe supported 
the standing Vestry, was composed of persons whoknow nothing 
of Parish matters, and many persons who were natives of a 
country, where Vestry bosiness is rarely known, and where Pa- 
trish matters are as different to what we have in England, as 
Mackerel and Salmon. Ia that party, however, were some Geutle- 
men of the highest respectability; and yet there were of that party, 
a few, who love to see men’s minds enslaved—to this Inst few, the 
Pablic is indebted for the Jonn Butt. Tt was the active part 
which Mr. Backingham took in this Vestry Question, that brought 
down apon him the wrath of a certain party, who have never since 
relaxed one hour inthe bitterest animosity jn which they indulge 
againat him, nor bave they ceased to isailalees his character and 
his Journat op to this hour. Not one of them, however, could 
write with that facility which always attended Mr. B.’s pen; they 
had not io them either argament or fact ; and have been forced 
to continue their attacks, as they had commenced, by barefaced 
assertions, unsupported by a shadew of proof. Had Mr. B. 
neglected his daty as a public Editor, and not noticed either 
parties, or perhaps what weuld bave been more to his advantage, 
supported the standing Vestry, he would have been at this mo- 
ment ia high favor with them, and the Faiexp oF Banr’s would 
have been neglected by all hands, if he attempted to slander, as 
he has lately done ander faver, the character of this respectable 
gentleman in whose praise too mach cannot be written. I must 
‘not omit to state, that althongh the Vestry question still lays 
dormant, the discussion produced at least one (and it is an im~ 
portant) advantage: the Vestry now pablish accounts of the 
charitable collections annually, which they had ceased to do pre- 
vious to this question, and pesitively refused to do when called 
upon by the public whose Servants they were. We are indebted 
to this wholesome Regulation being renewed, to the freedom 
which about that time Lord Hastings had publicly in a most 
solemn manner, unqualified too by any sophisiry, granted to the 
Caleutta Press. 

Bat, Sir, was I to enumerate all the benefits which Mr, 
B. through his valuable Jounwat has conferred on the Iadiea 
community, it would fill a fall week’s Jovrnats. Can it then be 
a matter of sarprise, that the banishment of such a man is so 
deeply regretted by a large majority of onr Coantrymen, and 
of the Natives, generally, here and throughout India, although 
the banishment of any man withont trial, mast causem any pain- 
fal reflections to every Englishman.

Office, No. 466 of the $0th of April 1822, (Copy of which is annexed)

1. Al! Sums saved from the Pay, or deducted at the desire of the 
Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers of His Majesty’s Service, and 
intended bona fide for remittance to theie familes in the United King- 
dom, shall be noted for deduction by the Pay Masters of Regiments at 
the foot of their Monthly Abstracts or Estimates, under the head “ Total 
of Family Remittance Money,” with a Memorandum to be received by 
a Bill on the Hononrabp Court of Directors, in favor of A. B. the Regi- 
mental Pay Master.” 

9. The Pay Master and Officer Commanding the Regiment shall 
Certify anderneath, that the Sum, so deducted, is bona fide for the 
purpose set forth, and for the use and benefit only of the parties named 
in a sheet to be annexed, appropriated for “Sums deducted.” 


8. In this Sheet which will accompany each Abstract or Estimate 
shall be entered.—Iist. The Names and rank of the Men making the 
Remittence.—2d."the Company—3d. The Sums for deductioh and re. 
mittance.—4th, The full address and residence of the parties to whom 
each Sum is payable hy the Regimental Agent, to be Signed by the 
Commanding Officer and Pay Master respectively, 


4. Ooreceipt ofthese Documents Monthly, the Pay Master of 
King’s Troops at the Presidency, shall dedact and Pay into the Gene. 
ral Treasury the several ‘Sums Total” noted for remittance by the 
Pev Masters of Regiments, and demand separate Bills on the Honoa- 
rable the Court of Directors in favor of the Pay BMaster of each Regi- 
mentor order, by whom it will be endorsed to the Agents in England, 
and forwarded as usual, 


6. Each Bill shall specify the purpese and period for which it is 
granted, and will be drawn at the exchange of 2s. 64. per Sonat Rupee 
or 8Sonat Rupees per £ Sterling, at the usual date. 


6. The Pay Masters ander the direction of Commanding Officers, 
shonld forward with each Connterpart Billto the Agents, a trae Copy 
of the Sheet appropriated to ** Sums deducted,” with such other Me 
moranda from the men, under the Signatare of the Commanding Officer 
or Captains of Companies relative to the appropriation, as may serve to 
prevent Mistakes on the part ofthe Regimental Ageuts, and to fuifii 
the intention of the facility thus afforded tothe Men and their fa-
